The groups are not related to one another with a common special technical feature 
because the reference WO 00/18498 anticipates claim 1 and is an X reference, and 
therefore, lack unity of invention. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A. Distribution apertures within the header, as in claim 1 , OR
